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The beautiful brown shock of corn, 
with the golden pumpkins, is destinc- 
tively American, for our Encyclo- 
paedia informs us that corn fields 
cover more than one-tenth of all the 
farm lands of the United States, and 
the value of the annual yield, which 
averages approximately 3,000,000,000 
bushels, is about three and three-quar- 
ters times the value of the annual pro- 
duction of gold and silver in the en- 
tire world. In both value and acreage, 
corn leads all the other farm crops 
in the United States. Three billion 
bushels is more than we are able to 
comprehend, for billions are not in 
our thinking, but you can understand 
it better when we say it has been 
estimated that if one annual crop of 
corn in the United States were loaded 
into wagons of average size, a proces- 
sion of them would encircle the earth 
at least five or six times. 

Europeans generally call the Ameri- 
can corn by the name of maize, or 
Indian corn, since it was the main 
source of food for many of the Ameri- 
can Indians, who made it into flour 
and hominy, and also ate it on the 
cob. 

Our greatest corn states are Illinois, 
Nebraska, Missouri, Indiana, Ohio, 
and Minnesota, but it is grown in 
every state of the Union and every 
province of Canada. Three-quarters 
of the world’s crop of corn is grown 
in the United States, but our exports 
in the form of corn are small; how- 
ever, it goes abroad in the form of 
pork and lard. 

Did you ever stop to count the num- 
ber of rows of kernels on an ear of 
corn? There is one thing you will al- 
ways find, that the number of rows 
will be an even number. They may 
vary from eight to thirty, but never 
an uneven number. Of course, this is 
just another touch of the great Cre- 
ator and Reaper. 

When one sees the shocks of corn 
and the large pumpkins, one is re- 
minded that the summer is ended; 
that the harvest time, the reaping 
time, is at hand. If the yield is bounti- 
ful, there is security, satisfaction, and

VISI ON =

Text: Heb. 11:13, “These all died 
in the faith, not having received the 
promises, but having seen them afar 
off, and were persuaded of them, and 
embraced them, and confessed that 
they were strangers and pilgrims on 
the earth.” 


It has indeed* been truthfully said, 
that “where there is no vision the 
people perish.” Almost anyone can 
see that today there are literally 
thousands of people perishing, or be- 
coming ensnared by the wiles of 
Satan, yet it seems there is being 
practically nothing done about it. 
What is the answer? Why is it that 
so many Christians are content to 
sit idly by and witness the spiritual 
destruction of those about them? Can 
it be that they just don’t care? 

No, I am sure there is another rea- 
son. Every child of God has an inter- 
est in the welfare of other souls, and 
desires. to see them saved. However, 
to, be successful in bearing fruit for 
God, there must be VISION. 

First of all, we must have a vision 
of those things to which we hope to 
attain. Our text has reference to a 
number of persons named in the pre- 
ceding verses, who have gone down 
in the sacred annals of history be- 
cause they had a vision of the things 
God had promised them, and worked 
faithfully toward the realization of 
those promises. By faith they saw 
something in their Christian journey 
which caused them to go on, despite 
difficulties, forcing their way against 
great odds, toward the eternal goal. 
Have you ever envisioned anything 
which would have the same effect 
upon your life? or are you travelling 
about blindly,. aimlessly, totally un- 
aware of what might await you at 
the end of the way? Oh, that the peo- 
ple of God could travel by faith into 
the realms of God’s great riches, and, 
though not yet having received them, 
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embrace them, and be “persuaded of 
them.” 

Moses, having been assigned the 
task of leading the children of Israel 
out of the land of Egypt, faced his 
great responsibility with confidence, 
for the Bible says he esteemed the 
reproach of Christ greater riches 
than the treasures in Egypt; and that 
he had respect unto the “recompence 
of the reward.” It is very interesting 
to note here the method which he 
used in determining his choice, or 
weighing out the matter: in one scale 
he put the worst of religion—the re- 
proach of Christ; and in the other 
scale he put the best of the world— 
the treasures of Egypt; and in his 
judgment, directed by faith, the 
worst of religion far outweighed the 
best of the world. We are persuaded 
that his decision was prompted, to 
a great extent, by the fact that he 
saw, by faith, the recompence of the 
reward—not only the deliverance out 
of Egypt, but the glorious reward of 
faith and fidelity in the world to 
come; and every Christian would in- 
deed do well to continually remind 
himself that heaven within itself is 
a great reward, surpassing not only 
all that we could deserve, but all our 
conceptions. We shall never be able 
to conceive of the good things He has 
in store for those who obey Him, for 
“eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart 
of man, the things which God hath 
prepared for those that love him.” 


And we, as Moses, should forever 
have respect unto such a recompence 
of reward; we should acquaint our- 
selves with it, and live daily in ex- 
pectation of it. Thus it will prove to 
be a landmark to direct our course, 
a loadstone to draw our hearts, a 





sword to conquer our enemies, a spur 
to quicken us to our duty, and will 
continually refresh and strengthen 
us under all our difficulties and la- 
bors while in this world. 

We should not only have a vision 
of our reward in the world to come, 
but if we wish to be successful in 
this life, we must have a vision of the 
things we wish to accomplish here. 
What does the Sunday School super- 
intendent see in the future of his 
Sunday School? or the pastor in the 
future of his church? or the evange- 
list in the results of his revival? These 
are questions of the utmost impor- 
tance, and should be seriously con- 
sidered by every one of us. 

If you are a Sunday School super- 
intendent, what do you envision as 
the height of your ambition for the 
Sunday School and the church? Do 
you carelessly go about your duties on 
Sunday morning, following a _ set 
routine? or do you plan, pray, work, 
and strive for greater accomplish- 
ments? This can be done only if you 
get a vision, set a goal, and work 
faithfully toward it. 

Many people seem to be afraid to 
venture out, and undertake to do 
things which might be a little hard. 
Think of it! Afraid, timid, fruitless, 
when we‘have His promise that He 
will never forsake us, nor leave us 
alone! Let us say with the apostle 
Paul, “I can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth me... .,” 
and as we labor for Him, we will ever 
be conscious of His presence beside 
us, comforting, helping, affording all 
that we need to carry on the battle. 
This within itself is a great vision. 
May God pity the timid, spineless 
individual who, void of either courage

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A SERVICE MAN STARTED IT 
By James V. Claypool, D. D., Secretary for Promotion 
of Bible Use, American Bible Society 

At no time in the history of the world has it been more 
important that people read the Bible. That is why special 
emphasis is being laid this year by the American Bible 
Society on the annual promotion of its World-wide Bible 
Reading program from Thanksgiving to Christmas. This 
is the fourth year the reading program has been followed. 
An initial printing of 16,000,000 bookmarks was ordered and 
will, if previous years are any barometer, be increased by 
millions more as the requests for this popular little read- 
ing device are received. The reading list will also be seen 
in the religious and secular press, as well as in many trade 
journals and magazines that reach thousands of homes. 

From the little seed, planted by the lonely young marine 
on Guadacanal, when he wrote his mother asking that they 
join invisible hands by a simultaneous daily reading of 
the Bible, of which the Bible-reading plan was the out- 
come, the program has spread to many lands, through 
the foreign agencies of the Bible Society. Last year twenty 
different countries participated. 

The 1947 theme is “One World—One Book.” A big vision! 
But “without vision the people perish.” And the Bible 
Society is firmly convinced that if there is to be “one 
world,” the sure foundation on which it can rest is the 
“one Book.” 

Never has the need for the Book been greater. Twenty- 
four million Bibles annually are needed to catch up with 
a world shortage of the Scriptures, ‘according to a report 
compiled by the delegates representing seventeen national 
Bible Societies, meeting recently in Birkhoven, Holland, 
at the first conference of the International Bible Societies. 
Europe needs 7,000,000 of these, it was shown, with Ger- 
many, where there was no printing of the Bible for ten 
years, leading the shortage by 5,000,000 copies. German 
Bibles and Scriptures have been produced in this country 
and will continue to be until the Bible Society can com- 
plete its plans to supply cellulose, for paper making, and 
binding materials, in order that 1,000,000 Bibles may be 
produced in Germany. 

“For years we were unable to buy Bibles, so that a great 
scarcity prevailed everywhere,” a pastor from Vorsfelde 
has written to the Bible Society. “This scarcity, however, 
took especially grievous forms when there turned hither 
the flood of hundreds of thousands of refugees from the 
east of our country, who could not, in one instance, bring 
their Bibles from home. How painful was it for us, as 
these refugees often longed so deeply for a Bible and we 
could not fulfil their request. In all their need of body 
and soul, the Word of God should be their comfort and 
stay, but we could not give it to them. Now we are able 
again to give a Bible to at least a few; their shaken souls 
can again secure strength and -comfort from the Holy 
Scriptures. We, therefore, thank you heartily for your 


gift and ask you to extend our gratitude to those who. 
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have helped to make it.” 

America’s G. I. ambassadors in Japan have done so 
good a job that the Japanese are eager to know the Book 
that America reads. While the plates of the Japanese 
Bible were not destroyed in the bombing of Tokyo, in that 
country there is neither paper nor presses. Through the 
help of Chaplain (Col.) Ivan Bennett, the plates were 
airplaned to this country. Bibles, Testaments, and portions 
in Japanese have already been delivered there. So great 
has been the call for the Book that by the end of last 
year only 200, out of nearly 750,000 copies, were left in 
the Japanese Bible Society’s office. A program of production 
in this country that extends to 150,000 Bibles and 1,100,000 
Testaments is in process to meet the demand. 


Recently the American Bible Society, through Dr. C. L. 
Hsia, member of the Board of Managers of the Bible 
Society and alternate delegate to the Security Council 
of the Chinese delegation to the United Nations, presented 
the Honorable Trygve Lie, Secretary General of the United 
Nations, with an English Bible and a Testament in his 
own native language of Norwegian. Mr. Lie held the books 
very carefully as he told the officers of the Society that 
he had read the Bible many times. As a child in Norway 
he had been given a Bible, a custom that is prevalent 
there, so that when he learned to read, he read in the 
Bible. The Bible is one of the first books the children of 


Norway come to know.

“ALL THINGS WHATSOEVER 
YE SHALL ASK.”

“Jesus said unto him, If thou canst 
believe, all things are possible to him 
that believeth,” Mark 9:23. Here, as 
in Matthew on a similar occasion, in 
Mark’s account of the healing of the 
lunatic boy, whom the disciples had 
tried and failed to heal while Jesus 
was on the Mount of Transfiguration, 
we are given an added promise. We 
are told how Jesus has promised His 
disciples that if they will believe 
when they pray, nothing shall be im- 
possible unto them. Here Jesus ad- 
dressed the father of the child and 
said unto him, “If thou canst believe, 
all things are possible to him that 
believeth.” 

Again Jesus challenges us to ask 
for bigger things. The father of the 
child said, If thou canst do anything, 
have compassion on us and help us. 
Jesus answered him in effect, You 
have the if in the wrong place. There 
is no if about my power and about 
my compassion; the only if is, wheth- 
er you will believe. All things are 
possible to them that believeth. To any- 
one that believeth Jesus says, “Verily 
I say unto you, If ye have faith, and 
doubt not, ye shall not only do this 
which is done to the fig tree, but 
also if ye shall say unto this moun- 
tain, Be thou removed, and be thou 
cast into the sea; it shall be done. 
And all things, whatsoever ye shall 
ask in prayer, believing, ye shall re- 
ceive,” Matt. 21:21, 22. 

This is an entirely different oc- 
casion from that mentioned in Matt. 
17:20, 21, yet here the Savior used 
the same illustration and said again, 
that not only can a fig tree be 
blighted, but a mountain can be cast 
into the sea in answer to prayer. 
Then He added the mighty promise, 
“All things, whatsoever ye shall ask 
in prayer, believing, ye shall receive.” 
Plainly, this is an invitation to pray 
for anything, no matter how great, 
just so you believe in your heart that 
God will give it. 
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The Lord Jesus pleads with us to 
ask for big things. “And Jesus an- 
swering saith unto them, Have faith 
in God. For verily I say unto you, 
That whosoever shall say~unto this 
mountain, Be thou removed, and be 
thou cast into the sea; and shall not 
doubt in his heart, but shall believe 
that those things which he saith 
shall come to pass; he shall have 
whatsoever he saith. Therefore I say 
unto you, What things soever ye de- 
sire, when ye pray, believe that ye 
receive them, and ye shall have 
them,” Mark 11:22-24. This is Mark’s 
account of the incident of the with- 
ered fig tree and the Savior’s won- 
derful promise that mountains could 
be moved by faith. Here He adds this 
wonderful statement, that what 
things soever we desire, when we 
pray, we can have if we believe that 
we receive them. “The apostles said 
unto the Lord, Increase our faith. 
And the Lord said, If ye had faith 
as a grain of mustard seed, ye might 
say unto this sycamine tree, Be thou 
plucked up by the root; and be thou 
planted. in the sea; and it should 
obey you,” Luke 17:5, 6. Again the 
Savior means to tell us that startling 
and wonderful miracles can be done 
in answer to the prayers of faith. 


We should ask for great things and 
believe God. “Now unto him that is 
able to do exceeding abundantly 
above all that we ask or think, ac- 
cording to the power that worketh 
in us, Unto him be glory in the 
church by Christ Jesus throughout all 
ages, world without end. Amen,” Eph. 
3:20, 21. God is able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or 
think—able to do above all that we 
ask; able to do above all that we can 
think. Not only able, not abundantly 
able, but exceeding abundantly able 
to do above all that we ask or think. 
The Scripture tells us that. That is 
according to the power that worketh 
in Paul, and Paul prays that this 


same exceeding abundantly able God 
may be glorified in the Church. That 
is, he prays that God’s mighty power 
will be manifested in the Church, 
that God will be able to answer 
prayer down through all the ages 
greater than anybody can ask or even 
think.

13:8 we are reminded of our Lord 
that He is “Jesus Christ the same 
yesterday, and to day, and for ever.” 
The Lord says, “I am the Lord thy 
God, which brought thee out of the 
land of Egypt: open thy mouth wide, 
and I will fill it,” Psa. 81:10. 

James 4:2 says, “Ye have not, be- 
cause ye ask not.” Then the scripture 
must mean ye have little because ye 
ask little. God wants His people to 
receive the mighty blessings He is so 
able and so willing to bestow.

“Offer unto God thanksgiving; and 
pay thy vows unto the most High: 
And call upon me in the day of 
trouble: I will deliver thee, and thou 


shalt glorify me,” Psalm 50:14, 15. 
(Notice the conditions God requires 
us to meet. First, offer thanksgiving; 
second, pay thy vows; third, call upon 
God in the day of trouble; fourth, 
when you have been delivered from 
trouble, glorify God, praise Him, live 
for Jesus.) 

“Whoso offereth praise glorifieth 
me,” Psalm 50:23. 

“If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye 
will, and it shall be done unto you,” 
John 15:7. Are we abiding in Jesus 
Christ? and are His words abiding 
in us? If so, then we can claim the 
promise of John 15:7. 

“But without faith it is impossible 
to please him: for he that cometh 
to God must believe that he is, and 
that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him,” Heb.

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First, I want to mention three ques- 
tions, not for argumentative purposes, 
but just to let you know what some 
people have pondered over. Here they 
are: (1) Does God call an uneducated 
person to preach? (2) Since there 
were no schools, where did the first 
person get his education? (3) What is 
education? 

In answering the first question, I 
say, God will call an uneducated per- 
son to preach, but God does not ex- 
pect an uneducated person to preach. 
One might be an illiterate person 
when first called of God, but God 
doesn’t want him to preach while in 
this state. It would be detrimental to 
do so. God expects a person to know 
what he is doing when handling the 
Word. 

This uneducated person should go 
to school, a school not where he gives 
his ideas and theories or where he 
questions the matter, but first of all 
to a school of silence, where he spends 
some private time in prayer to God, 
listening to the Holy Spirit as He 
leads. 1 Cor.'2:13 says, “Which things 
we also speak, not in the words which 
man’s wisdom teacheth, but which 
the Holy Ghost teacheth.” Yes, we 
should let the Spirit of God guide us 
in all learnings. 

The second question is, Since there 
were no schools, where did the first 
person get his education? Since Adam 
and Eve were the first is no sign they 
were unlearned. It is true there were 
no schools, but let us not forget that 
they were created perfect in God. 
The fall of Adam plunged God’s 
creatures into the darkness of igno- 
rance and delusion. Only through a 
spiritual education (God’s enlighten- 
ment) can one be brought back into 
that once perfect state. Furthermore, 
Adam and Eve did not need an edu- 
cation as we are supposed to have, 
because sin had not gripped the 
world as it has today. The darker the 
night is, and the thicker the fog, the

brighter the light needs to shine. 
God’s Word is that light. So, since 
sin is more bountiful, the deeper we 
should dig into God’s Word for learn- 
ing. 

Our last question is, What is edu- 
cation? This will bring us into much 
discussion. According to Latin, the 
word “education” is arranged and 
composed of the letter “e”’, meaning 
out; ‘“ducere,” meaning to lead; then 
the syllable “tion” at the end of the 
word “education” means to lead out. 
So, education means to be led out 
of ignorance into light of knowledge. 
The dictionary says, “Education is 
the development of the natural 
faculties of which one _ possesses.” 
The old saying is, “There is some 
good in the worst and some bad in 
the best.” Sinners do have a good 
intention, yet they are in a state of 
delusion. God wants to develop 
that good which is in man, and in 
so doing, he will receive a simple form 
of education. In other words, he finds 
out how much he did not know about 
God. 

This education is found in the fel- 
lowship of God’s inspired teachers, 
whether at home, public schools, col- 
leges or a seminary, or a brush arbor 
meeting ground. God wants us to 
know things, but never get to the 
place where we know it all. The per- 
son who is interested in others will 
give good advice, and the person who 
is interested in himself will take good 
advice. 

Notice what we have in the “Cate- 
gory of Learning.” They are: (1) 
Spiritual Education, (2) Evil Educa- 
tion, and (3) Logical Education. 


The Spiritual Education 


Eph. 3:7 says, “Whereof I was made 
a minister, according to the gift of 
the grace of God given unto me by 
the effectual working of his power.” 
In all of Paul’s education he received 
at the feet of his preceptor, Gamailiel, 


not one particle of it gave him the 
privilege to be a God-called preacher. 
Of course, it helped him when God 
gave the go sign. 

Man may say we have to know 
orthography and have a good case 
of orthoepy in order to be a great 
orator or speaker for God, but our 
greatest demand in the ministry 
should not only be educated speakers 
but preachers, as Paul, who relied up- 
on the effectual working of God’s 
power. We would then have more 
ministers who could be called a flame 
of fire for God. Heb. 1:7, “Who mak- 
eth his angels spirits, and his minis- 
ters a flame of fire.” 

It was said one time to me, “I do 
not believe in preachers being so loud 
and noisy in the pulpit and some 
preachers acting like they were 
standing on hot coals of fire.” It does 
not matter what we believe about a 
preacher, I am looking at what God 
makes out of a preacher. A flame of 
fire and a twoedged sword will do 
the work. God give us more energetic 
preachers who will speak soothing 
words to the thirsty soul of man— 
preachers who will come in demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit and power of God. 
1 Cor. 2:4, 5 says, “And my speech 
and my preaching was not with en- 
ticing words of man’s wisdom, but 
in demonstration of the Spirit and 
power: That your faith should not 
stand in the wisdom of men, but in 
the power of God.” This heavenly 
endowment of God’s wisdom, God’s 
power, and teachings of the Holy 
Ghost is the most important learning 
we should have. Thus, we have a 
“spiritual education.” 


The Evil of Nonreligious Education 


Proverbs 8:12 says, “I wisdom dwell 
with prudence, and find out knowl- 
edge of witty inventions.” People 
learn to invent evil inventions 
through their perceptor, the devil.

The Miraculous Change

Text: 2 Corinthians 5:17, “There- 
fore if any man be in Christ, he is a 
new creature: old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are become 
new.” 

INTRODUCTION: Through a mi- 
croscopic examination, it has been 
found that within the body of a cater- 
pillar there is a distinct but unde- 
veloped butterfly. Through further 
study of this hairy creature, it is 
found that as the butterfly nature 
develops the caterpillar body will dis- 
appear. In dispensing with the crawl- 
ing, earthly, worm-like nature, it will 
give place to the higher life. Thus, 
you have the beautiful, attractive 
butterfly. 

Thus with Peter, “When thou art 
converted, strengthen thy brethren.” 
After he had undergone the CHANGE, 
we hear him proclaiming that, “Ac- 
cording as his divine power hath 
given unto us all things that pertain 
unto life and godliness, through the 
knowledge of him that hath called us 
to glory and virtue: Whereby are 
given unto us exceeding great and 
precious promises: that by these ye 
might be partakers of the DIVINE 
NATURE, having escaped the corrup- 
tion that is in the world through 
lust,” 2 Peter 1:3, 4. There must be 
a putting away of the earthly, carnal 
disposition and an_ instilling 
of the new nature which is be- 
gotten of the Holy Ghost, before we 
can become vessels unto honor, sanc- 
tified, and meet for the Master’s use. 

We find two Bible characters that 
had to go through the refining fire, 
or undergo a great moral change, be- 
fore they could arrest themselves and 
come to a realization as to where 
their strength lay; also, before they 
could possess those qualities that 
would render them capable of bless- 
ing others. The things that neces- 
sitated the experience of a great 
change in the life of Job and Simon 
Peter were not necessarily sins of 
willful transgressions. We find that 
Job was a man that was perfect and 
upright, and one that feared God, 
and eschewed evil. Although Job 
possessed all these qualities, he did 
not know himself. “Who is he that 
hideth counsel without knowledge? 
therefore have I uttered that I un- 
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derstood not; things too wonderful 
for me, which I knew not. Wherefore 
I abhor MYSELF, and repent in dust 
and ashes,” Job 42:3, 6. 

Simon Peter was a devoted disciple 
of Jesus Christ and was closely asso- 
ciated with Him in His ministry, was 
with Him on the Mount of Transfig- 
uration; YET, he was so impulsive, 
self-willed, and possessed such an 
overdose of self-confidence that the 
Lord saw he would have to go through 
a great change, or be converted, be- 
fore he would be fitted to strengthen 
the brethren. 

It is imperative that a divine work 
be wrought in man’s heart and life 
before he is fitted to bless or strength- 
en others. There is no educational 
training or schooling, though under 
the most efficient professors or dis- 
ciplinarians that can change the na- 
ture and disposition of a man whose 
life has been ‘so influenced by the 
power of sin. 

So manifold and effective are the 
forces that are opposed to us, our 
Christian endeavors, and service for 
the Master, that we urgently need to 
employ not only the visiting principles 
within us but that divine touch from 
God that will regenerate us or make 
us over. 

We are told that beautiful figures 
and statuettes are made of a fine 
species of unglazed porcelain called 
“bisque.” It is so called because it 
has twice passed through the furnace. 

The fiery trials that God’s work- 
man has to undergo are only befit- 
ting so that he can more perfectly 
bear the image of HIM who is the 
image of the invisible God. 

Hebrews 2:10, “For it became him, 
for whom are all things, and by whom 
are all things, in bringing many sons 
unto glory, to make the captain of 
their salvation PERFECT THROUGH 
SUFFERINGS.” 

1 Peter 2:21, “For even hereunto 
were ye called: because Christ also 
suffered for us, leaving us an exam- 
ple, that ye should FOLLOW HIS 
STEPS.” 

It was the passing through the val- 
ley of suffering that placed Job in a 
condition and attitude that he could 
listen to God as He spoke. “Then 
the Lord answered Job out of the 


whirlwind,” Job 38:1. “Then Job an- 
swered the Lord, and said, Behold, I 
am vile; what shall I answer thee? 
I will lay mine hand upon my mouth. 
Once have I spoken; but I will not 
answer: yea, twice; but I will pro- 
ceed no further,” Job 40:3-5. 

It was when Job had come to the 
end of his own strength, and when 
his words and the words of his friends 
were ended, that God answered out 
of a whirlwind. 

God’s answer came in the form of 
an avalanche of questions. Each of 
the fifty-seven questions that are 
given in the thirty-eighth and thirty- 
ninth chapters of Job are dazzling 
with flashes of self-blinding light. 
There is displayed in these questions 
many revelations of God’s wisdom 
and supernatural power. 

While God answers Job out of the 
whirlwind, we would not think that 
His voice was boisterous or with the 
noise of the hurricane or cyclone; 
BUT the speech and the manner of 
presentment had a cyclone effect 
upon the spirit of Job, transplanting 
him out of that condition of mind 
that caused him to be possessed with 
an overdose of self-confidence, and 
caused him to have a tendency of 
boasting in his integrity, as if it were 
something independent of the grace 
of God. 

The Lord did not charge him with 
willful sins or transgressions, but he 
was awakened to the fact that his 
ways were not God’s way and he was 
brought to a realization of his own 
weakness. Job said, “If I have sinned, 
make me to know the number and 
nature of my transgressions.” The 
Lord’s first questions revealed the 
fact that Job’s iniquities lay in a dif- 
ferent direction than that he sup- 
posed. “Canst thou number the 
months that they fulfil? or knowest 
thou the time when they bring forth? 
He scorneth the multitude of the 
city, neither regardeth he the crying 
of the driver,” Job 39:2, 7. 

The words of the Lord were truly 
like a “hammer and a fire”; the stony 
heart was melted. This great man 
came to the earth. His boasted great- 
ness vanished; like the prodigal, he 
came to himself. When the prodigal 
came to himself, there was no ques- 
tion in his mind as to what he should 
do. “I will arise” infers that he did 
not feel his worthiness to be called 
a son. Job said, “Mine eyes seeth 
thee.” The voice out of the whirlwind

have seen souls blessed and some 
come to the Lord for salvation. 

I would like to divide this article 
into topics and discuss them sepa- 
rately, as many have written to us 
asking about Alaska from many view- 
points. 


Our Past Winter 


No doubt, nearly all of you have 
either read or listened to the news 
broadcasts about the winter we had 
in Alaska. All I can say is, we do not 
want to see another one like it, if 
it would be in our power to choose. 
For five weeks we had no services, 
and going was hard with any kind of 
car or truck. One cold day I went 
into our garage and. brought in a 
quart jar of Number 10 motor oil. I 
tipped the jar upside down and the 
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oil would not even begin to run. I 
could cut it with a knife, like stiff 
jello. To some of you who have never 
been in cold weather like this, it 
may seem fantastic, and you might 
even think it being stretched, but 
one family in town bought some eggs 
at the store and hurried home to put 
them into the refrigerator to keep 
them from freezing. 


Our place was cold at times, espe- 
cially when the wind was blowing. 
The windows which I had ordered that 
fall did not show up until late the 
next spring, so for this winter we 
will have double windows in our 
house and that alone will make it 
warmer. 

The cold weather and deep snow 
drove the moose down from the 
mountains to the lowlands, and once 
in a while we would see them run 
through town. Almost any time dur- 
ing the cold weather you could drive 
along the roads and see from two up 
to fourteen in a group. Many pictures 
have been taken of these animals, 
as you could get close to them with 
a car. Though it was fun for the 
camera fan taking pictures of moose, 
the farmers greatly resented their 
company, as they would go through 
a fence and pull it down. 

An all-time record was set at Cop- 
per Center, Alaska, for having an of- 
ficial record of 83 below zero. This 
place is about 150 miles northeast of 
Palmer, Alaska. 


Many people ran out of fuel during 
the cold and we were one of the 
folks. Results? Well, I had to go out 
and cut my wood and haul it in when 
it was 40 below. With the frost six 
and one-half feet deep in the ground, 
I did not dare use the wood hoot in- 
to the cellar (if I once opened it, 
then I would lose all of the fruit and 
potatoes, and, worst of all, thaw out 
water pipes every day from then un- 


til warmer weather came, as once the 
frost gets down into the cellar, and 
the walls freeze, you have little 
chance to keep things from freezing). 
Therefore, I had to carry all of the 
wood through the kitchen and down 
the cellar, which had its disadvan- 
tages, aS you can see. 

In some points to the North, sled 
dogs were kept off the trail, as they 
would freeze their lungs going out on 
a trip. 

Summer 


Summer was welcome, with all of 
its trimmings, when it did appear. 
Even the mosquitoes, which are ef- 
fective with all of their combat weap- 
ons, were more welcome than the cold 
weather, and mosquitoes are Alaska’s 
Number 1 drawback, as they are more 
numerous here than any place I have 
been in the States. This summer we 
had very few on account of the dry 
weather, with no rainfall until late 
in August. The crops suffered from 
the heat. Many of the early crops did 
not produce very much, and what 
was harvested from them was of poor 
quality. Our potatoes were fair and 
we will have enough for the coming 
winter, plus the carrots and beets, 
which were good. Root crops are the 
best producers, and garden vegetables, 
as watermelons, cucumbers, tomatoes, 
and beans cannot be raised success- 
fully outside, though a few of the 
above can be raised in a greenhouse, 
with proper care during colder weath- 
er. Oats, wheat, and barley are raised 
mainly for feed. 


Sunday Schools 

Sunday School work is our most 
important work in Alaska, as it seems 
to be the best method of reaching into 
the homes. Also, the best attendance 
is in the Sunday School services, as 
parents, as a general rule, do not 
come or attend any services any- 
where, and many will send their chil- 
dren out t6 Sunday School. Our Sun- 
day School has had its ups and downs, 
with bad weather, busy seasons, and 
people moving away to the States, af- 
fecting it greatly. But in the face of 
all this, we are pushing the battle 
on and God has been with us. 

Early last summer, we started an- 
other Sunday School, ten miles from 
Palmer, in a country settlement with 
permission to use the community hall 
for a place to hold our Sunday School. 
It has been interesting to work with 
this group, as all who come are chil-

self, but shall not be heard,” Prov. 
21:13. 

“The sacrifices of God are a broken 
spirit: a broken and a contrite heart, 
O God, thou wilt not despise,” Psalm 
51:17. 

“Delight thyself also in the Lord; 
and he shall give thee the desires of 
thine heart,” Psalm 37:4. 


Do we enjoy the study of God’s 
Word? Do we delight to obey His com- 
mandments? Are we rejoicing in our 
hearts when we do service for Jesus 
Christ? When we delight ourselves 
in the Lord, then we can claim God’s 
promise to give us the desires of our 
heart. “Ye ask, and receive not, be- 
cause ye ask amiss, that ye may con- 
sume it upon your lusts,” James 4:3. 


“Is it such a fast that I have 
chosen?” Read Isaiah 58:6-14; 59:1-4; 
40:28-31; Matt. 18; Mark 9:14-29. 


Some requests are for drunkards to 
be saved. Salvation is provided for 
every unsaved soul who repents of 
his sin and believes on Jesus Christ 
in his heart for the salvation of his 
soul. Luke 13:3, also John 3:16-18; 
Rev. 22:17. 

“This is the victory that overcom- 
eth the world, even our faith,” 1 John 
5:4. 

“Even so faith, if it hath not works, 
is dead, being alone,” James 2:17. 
Read James 2:13-26; Matt. 21:21, 22; 
Luke 17:3-19. 

“And the Lord said, If ye had faith 
as a grain of mustard seed, ye might 
say unto this sycamine tree, Be thou 
plucked up by the root, and be thou 
planted in the sea; and it should 
obey you,” Luke 17:6. Faith. Notice 
Jesus did not say faith as big as a 
mustard seed, but faith as a grain of 
mustard seed. God wants faith in our 
hearts as strong in proportion as the 
strength a grain of mustard seed has 
to do work. God has given us a much 
larger body, equipped with a mind, 
five senses, hands, feet, eyes, ears, 
and other organs of the body, to work 
for the Lord, so we can do more than 
mustard seed. Imagine your weight 
of mustard seed of good strength, 
crushed and prepared to apply to af- 
fliction. Imagine how many afflic- 
tions might be moved! “Is any 
thing too hard for the Lord?” Gen. 
18:14. 
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God wants us to have faith in Him, 
faith in our hearts, Acts 8:37; Eph. 
3:17-20. Then as we have faith as 
a grain of mustard seed, we may 
claim healings of diseases and an- 
swers to other prayers. When God 
speaks the word, diseases will be 
healed. Then we owe Him thanks, 
praise, and our bodies consecrated to 
His service, Romans 12:1. “Faith 
which worketh by love availeth,” Gal. 
5:6. 

Sometimes answer to prayer is hin- 
dered, or delayed for a time, as in 
Daniel 10:12, 13. 

“Wait on the Lord: be of good cour- 
age, and he shall strengthen thine 
heart: wait, I say on the Lord,” 
Psalm 27:14. Wait in patient ex- 
pectation, doing any service for God 
that we can, and be of good courage. 
Read Prov. 23:26; Ezek. 11:19-21; al- 
so Lam. 3:2-26. 

Sometimes God does not give us 
the request we desire, but He sends 
an answer. Jesus prayed, “Saying, 
Father, if thou be willing, remove 
this cup from me: nevertheless not 
my will, but thine, be done. And there 
appeared an angel unto him from 
heaven, strengthening him,’ Luke 
22:42, 43. Paul said, “And lest I should 
be exalted above measure . . . there 
was given to me a thorn in the flesh, 

. lest I should be exalted above 
measure. For this thing I besought 
the Lord thrice, that it might depart 
from me. And he said unto me, My 
grace is sufficient for thee: for my 
strength is made perfect in weakness. 
Most gladly therefore will I rather 
glory in my infirmities, that the 
power of Christ may rest upon me,” 
2 Cor. 12:7-9. Read the 10th verse, 
also. God did not give the thing asked 
for, but God sent an angel to 
strengthen Jesus in answer to His 
prayer.

rejoicing; but if the crop fails, there 
is surely to be suffering and loss. So 
it is, my friend, when the Great Reap- 
er, at the close of life’s summer, be- 
holds His harvest, will your yield be 
bountiful, or will there be weeping 
and great sorrow and loss? Be care- 
ful, my friend, that you are not 
forced, by your unprofitable life, to 
say, “The harvest is past, the summer 
is ended, and we are not saved” (Jere- 
miah 8:20).

Surely this education is very witty 
and satirical. We sometimes find this 
kind of an educated preacher in the 
pulpit of today—preachers who have 
false doctrines stored up in their 
minds. 2 Cor. 11:13, “For such are 


false apostles, deceitful workers, 
transforming themselves into the 
apostles of Christ.” 

Sometimes we _ godly inspired 


preachers might get off the track 
and think of new ideas that have 
Satan’s patented features. Only close 
fellowship with God will keep us from 
getting into the flesh. So, while Satan 
is inspiring and teaching his students, 
let us, you and me, play the part of 
the owl and be wise by putting God 
first in all of our learnings. We must 
do all we can to obtain the right 
kind of education. This kind of edu- 
cation can be obtained through our 
Bible School and College, which has 
teachers who submit themselves to 
the inspiration of God’s Spirit. Away 
with the “nonreligious education,” 
and let’s go to Lee College. 


The Logical Education 


1 Cor. 11:14 says, “Doth not even 
nature itself teach you?” Now the 
word “logic” means laws which govern 
or direct one in the right way or right 
thinking. I have heard of preachers 
getting their education from ‘Woods 
University,” a wonderful place off 
down in the hollow surrounded by a 
patch of trees. Let us go on more 
strolls down through the woods and 
find a quiet spot, sit down and 
listen to God and nature as they 
teach. Surely nature reveals God’s 
glory to us. 


In conclusion, I say one could edu- 
cate himself by practical experience 
and produce to the public a living 
diploma, but this is the hard way to 
learn. One of the reasons our Bible 
School and College at Cleveland is to 
be commended, is because of its 
faculty being Spirit-filled, and of 
their willingness to be led by the 
wisdom of our great Teacher, God. 
Yes, a great spiritual education is our 
reward in going there. While living 
in the great educational era, why not 
accept the privileges we have? In so 
doing, we are warding off ignorance 
and at the same time advancing into 
a higher spiritual realm of religion.

or spiritual insight, says, “I’m afraid 
I can’t.” 

Then we think of what great re- 
sults might be had if all our pastors 
would go down before God in prayer, 
and stay there until He gave them 
an idea of what they should accom- 
plish for Him and for the church. 
How much better this would he than 
wandering aimlessly about, never 
knowing God’s will or what might be 
best for.the church. We feel that 
many today are striving for one 
thing, when God would have them 
do something else, and when this 
happens the entire church, as well 
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as the pastor, is made to suffer. But 
if the pastor will pray, seek the divine 
guidance of God, and get a vision, 
heaven only knows what might be 
accomplished. If we desire an increase 
in membership, let us, by faith, en- 
vision that increase; or if we desire 
a revival, let us envision that and 
by faith work toward its accomplish- 
ment. 

Let each of us embrace the prom- 
ises of God, and though at times they 
may indeed seem to be afar off, never 
lose the vision, but ever strive for 
the fulfillment of God’s will in our 
lives. If we will do this, Satan will 
never be able to ensnare us, and in 
the midst of any tempest he might 
send into our souls, we can hear the 
words of the Lord Jesus, “Peace, be 
still.”

had spoken, a miracle had been per- 
formed, as the work of the Lord had 
brought him to his senses. His heart, 


ways, and disposition had been 
changed. “Now mine eyes seeth 
thee.” 


“Blessed are the pure in heart: for 
they shall see God.” “I am going the 
wrong direction. I will proceed no 
further. I will lay mine hand upon 
my mouth. Wherefore I abhor my- 
self, and repent in dust and ashes.” 

When brought into the presence 
of the Lord, Job was revealed unto 
himself. Job was in nowise a hypo- 
crite, but was a God-fearing man, 
possessing a faith in God that the 
most severe afflictions could not 
shake, YET there was a mani- 
festation of self-righteousness and 
lack of humility. But as he comes in 


‘direct contact with God, he some- 


what anticipates, as it were, the ex- 
perience of Paul, as given in Phil. 3:4, 
“Though I might also have confidence 
in the flesh. If any other man think- 
eth that he hath whereof he might 
trust in the flesh, I more.” There he 
finds a way out of that dilemma, or 
an answer to the problem. 

Though the godly are afflicted, it 


_is not the penalty for sin or trans- 


gression every time, but intended for 
a remedy and purifying. This inci- 
dent that came to Job depicts the 
meaning of the truth as spoken by 
Paul in 1 Corinthians 11:31, 32, “For 
if we would judge ourselves, we should 
not be judged. But when we are 
judged, we are chastened of the Lord, 
that we should not be condemned 


with the world.” 

If we would come to ourselves and 
condemn those things in our lives 
that are out of divine order, we would 
avoid chastisement. BUT if we fail 
to come to self-knowledge and self- 
judgment, He will chastise us. “Whom 
the Lord loveth, he chasteneth.” 

There were two conditions Job had 
to meet before the Lord delivered him 
from his captivity: (1) To come to 
self-knowledge and self-judgment 
and a willingness to condemn himself 
for allowing or permitting ways and 
habits that were out of harmony with 
the will of God; (2) willingness to 
pray for his friends, those would-be 
comforters. 

Then God turned the captivity of 
Job, and gave him twice 4s much as 
he had before.
